Wage Case 
Heard At Strathmore 


The whole of Tuesday was taken 
up adjudicating on claims for wages 
by Magistrates Lambert and Résdon. 

The claims were at the instance of 
Henry Allison, farming south of town, 
and his sons, Earland and Carl, The 
Allisons claimed wages from Daniel 
McDonald, a farmer in this district, 

The claim which took up the bulk 
of the time of the court was that of 
Henry Allison, His claim: for cutting 
grain and repairing the engine, an 
International 10-20 Titan, at $5.00 a 
day was allowed. He claimed $10.00 
a day for running the engine, and 
evidence was led by the defence with 
a view to cutting down his price, 
Evidence was given by Wm. Freder 
ick that in 1926 he paid $8.00 a day 
for running a larger enginé, a 20-40 
Rumely, and stated that a man run 
ning a small gasoline engine should 
receive no higher wages than a man 
pitching bundles, from $5.00 or $6.00 
a day. 

After considerable discussion, the 
wages for running the machine were 
cut down by the Magistrates to $7.00 
a day, 

The claims of Allison's sons were 
also reduced, and the costs were split 
between the parties. Jud—ment was 
given for a total of $196.00 in wages.

Court Case

Seeds Act 1923, 

According to section 9 of The Seed 
Act, which is a Dominion Statute, no 
person shall sell, offer, expose or have 
in possession for sale for the purpose | 
of seeding in Canada, any seed of a 
quality inferior to No. 3, such inferior 
seeds shall be graded and designated 
as rejected, 

“No, 3” has nothing to do with 
commercial grades, but means that, 
| for instance, if the seed is to be ship- 
| ped for sale, as in this case, it must! 
| have not more than 25 noxious weed 
‘ seeds to the pound,

Instead he 
decided to wait antil a luncheon was 
given aboard and then stroll out with 
the guests, Tuesday morning he 
awoke, looked at his watch and saw 
that it was 130 the hour when the 
guests would be leaving-the luncheon 
to return to shore, 

Basti emerged from his cabin for 
the first time and was seized by mem. 
bers of the crew, His watch had 
stopped and it was 9 am. an hour 
when the decks are deserted except 
for seamen who wefe polishing brass.
